Lin bill by the last general assembly 
takes possible the most gigantic mer- 
er of recent years, which

le gas, electric light and electric rail- 
ay interests in the state. It was a 
irmless looking bill passed solely for 
le purpose of helping the public ser- 
ce companies of small cities. 
The 


law is most sweeping and according 
to Attorney General Sheets, the con- 
solidation cannot be prevented, so cun- 
ningly has the trap been set. Presi- 
dent Sinks of the Columbus Gas Light 
and Heating company denies that his 
company will lease its plant to the 
new company just formed, but 
the 


word has gone forth from a member of 
the new body that they' will. 
The 


new company is known as the Colum- 
bus Railway and Light company and 
it is said to be the forerunner of a 
trust that will combine the gas and 
light and railway companies of most 
ot the cities, large and small in Ohio.

the remain of Agatha Reichlin, and a 
bartender who is said to have made 
important disclosures has been held 
as a witness under heavy bail. A de- 
mand has been made by Detective 
Mintz for the reopening of the case. 


Noah Spradling. a bartender who 


sold the gallon of whisky to Casimir 
Reichlin directly after the murder, 
was taken to police headquarters by 
Detectives 
Goldsmith and 
Mintz. 


Spradling is said to have divulged im- 
portant 
Information 
regarding 
the 


murder and will be held as a witness 
of the grand jury under heavy bail. 
On arrival of Prosecutor Stroup and 
Detective Mmt2 in Lorain, Spradling 
was subjected to a sweatbox examina- 
tion. At its conclusion Mintz demand- 
ed that the whole case be reopened. 
Mayor King and Prosecutor Stroup 
have as yet reached no decision in the 
matter. 


As a result of the disagreement be- 


tween physicians as to the condition 
of the body of Agatha Reichlin-when 
it was examined after the murder, it 
is agreed that the body will be ex- 
humed.

LEGISLATIVE BOODLINQ. 


Former Missouri State Senator Ad- 


mits Getting Thousand Dollars. 
St. Louis, May 14. — Former State

Favors Irish Land Bill. 


Syracuse, N. Y., May 14.—Nationc.1 


President Dolan of the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians issued a statement on 
the Irish land bill which will be pub- 
lished in the National Hibernian this 
week. He says in part: "We are- 
favorable to any movement having for 
its aims and objects the. advancement 
of Catholicity and of Irishmen, either 
at home or abroad. We are informed 
that the present 'Irish land bill' will 
be beneficial to Irishmen at home, and 
that it is acceptable to the great ma- 
jority of them, and meets the approval 
of hierarchy, clergy and Irishmen gen- 
erally, as well as the Irish nation, as 
declared in the Dublin convention on 
April 17 last."

Tins edge of a raior consists of In- 
numerable points or "teeth." which if 
the razor Is of good material follow 
each other throughout its whole length 
with great order and clearness, the 
unbroken regularity of these minute 
"teeth" goes to make up the blade's 
excessive keenness. The edge acts upon 
the board not so much by the direct ap- 
plication of weight or force as It does 
by a slight "seesaw" movement, which 
causes the successive "teeth" to act 
rapidly on one certain part of tbe hairy 
growth. The best razors, according to 
the microscopists, have tbe teetb of 
their edges set as regularly as those of 
a perfectly set saw. 


This explains the magic effect of hot 


water on the razor's blade—the act of 
•dipping It thoroughly cleansing the 
teeth of any greasy or dirty substance 
with which they may have been 
clogged. Barbers Often claim that ra- 
zors "get tired" of shaving and that 
they will be all right after awhile If 
permitted to take a rest. When in this 
"tired" condition a microscopic exam- 
ination of the edge, shows that con- 
stant stropping by the same person has 
caused tbe teeth or fibers of the edge 
to all arrange themselves in one direc- 
tion. A month of disuse causes these 
fine particles to rearrange themselves 
so that thej- again present?the hetero- 
geneous saw toothed edge. After this 
little recreation eacb particle of the fine 
edge is up and_ ready to support his 
fellow, and it again takes some time 
to spoil the gram of the blade.

In a recent interview In the New 


York Herald Bishop Spalding of Teo- 
rla, a member of tbe anthracite coal 
strike commission, said: 


"Here, to my mind; have been the 


great results of the work of the com- 
mission not only In the anthracite re- 
gions in particular, but in some de- 
gree all over the labor world in Amer- 
ica:"Employer and employed have been 
brought from the extremes of social 
conditions near enough together to see 
the common manhood binding them to- 
gether. 
On both sides concessions 


have been made. The employer has 
been shown some of tbe hardships of 
the ' employee, living in the squalid 
shack, and the employee in turn has 
seen some of the slave driving exac- 
tions which wealth imposes upon Its 
possessor. The drama of life arid liv- 
ing was shown not only to the 558 wit- 
nesses called on both sides, but to the 
crowded halls day after day in Scran- 
ton and Philadelphia, until the com- 
mission finally went Into secret ses- 
sion in Washington, and there in ex- 
ecutive session the striking fact of the 
investigation was the almost unani- 
mous verdicf of the commissioners 
upon every point finally set at rest 


"As to the anthracite regions, both 


parties to the long contest are the bet- 
:er for the arbitration. Irritations and 
misunderstandings on both sides have 
been swept away. 
In the conduct of 


the commission's investigations its har- 
monious movement throughout was 
more marked than it could liave been 
n a court of law. Lawyers were more 
considerate of witnesses. Technicali- 
ties had less consideration. More ef- 
fort was made on both sides to placate 
the commission than would have been 
shown In a Jury case of the kind in a 
state or federal court." 


"But this was voluntary arbitration," 


suggested the questioner. "Do you uu 
derstand that an arbitration commit- 
tee, working under agreements of both 
interested parties, would move with 
less friction than a possible board of 
compulsory arbitration?" 


"Yes," replied the bishop. "New Zea- 


land has compulsory arbitration and 
has called it successful. But it must 
uot be forgotten that New Zealand still 
is a primitive civilization, with no re- 
alization of the intricacies of the in- 
dustrial system of the United States 
To consider arbitration in America, it 
was Washington who Kald. 'Iu propor- 
tion ns the* structure of u government 
gives force to public opinion it is es- 
scntiiil that public opinion should be 
enlightened.' 


"Now. 
compulsory arbitration, what- 


ever arguments may be advanced in 
favor of it Is not practicable in a 
country like ours. The settling of dis- 
putes win be accomplished by boards 
of conciliation, to which employers and 
employed voluntarily may refer mut- 
ters in dispute. 
When this Is found 


Impossible and the business affects 
largo Interests In which the general 
welfare is involved, then simple in- 
vestigation should be made compulsory 
and laws to this effect should be en- 
acted. 


"There is a marked difference be- 


tween the principle and the effect of 
compulsory investigation and compul- 
sory arbitration. This difference was 
made plain in a remark which Samuel 
Gompers once made to me when the 
subject of the conversation was the de- 
sirability of the inqoiporation of the 
trades unions as something to make 
them more responsible parties to agree- 
ments. 


" 'Trades unionism,' said ho, 'is just 


as strong and never stronger thnn pub- 
lic opinion, and just as soon us organ- 
ized labor has lost the backing that it 
has in the public opinion it will fall to 
pieces of itself.' 


"Thus you see, in the first place, a 


law demanding a public Investigation 
into tbo merits of a labor controversy 
becomes an appeal to public opinion; 
second, it involves tlw laying open of 
the details of private business to tl» 
world, something that is not relished 
by any man or any body of tncii. 


"Third, it would prove a costly proc- 


ess to both sides to It 
Whatever the 


finding of siK-h a board might be, tbe 
application of the remedy would not be 
in the hands of the board, empowered 
by any authority to act 
It would lie a 


finding addressed virtually to public 
sentiment 


"Wo will have strikes and lockouts 


and perhaps violence In the future. The 
fierce competitive system under wliich 
we live, and which results in overcapi- 
talization and overproduction, is re- 
sponsible for many of tlve evils from 
which we suiter. 


"Some of our greatest Industries are 


capitalized nt four and five limes tbelr 
mil value, and owry possible device la 
resorted to in order to pay dividend* 
on the watered stock. The outcoino, 
sooner or later, is n panic which de- 
stroys hundreds of millions of dollars 
and brings wretchedness anil waut to 
millions of hiimmi beings. 


"Whoro Is the mason for nil tills? It 


•prints from our American hurry to 
got rirh, which In n rtlsonw* of n prop!? 
who lack klwrift. who men nun* the vnl- 
uo of rolljrton. culturr niul nrt by the 
inflocnce of thews tiling* on thrift and 
material pramffcy, 
In tht Mkfcft *f 


ail this rash and noli* or busicess. or 
expansion and success, we are rapidly 
glowing taeapublv of taking or loving 
the deeper views of life. 


"Our faith in education is at bottom 


the faith in its powers to enable us to 
get more money. Our preaching, leav- 
ing aside the things that are eternally 
right and true and indispensable, con- 
cerns itself with that which Is frivo- 
lous, startling and vulgar. 


"There is, I think, somewhere In the 


Bible a text which says that God is 
angry with the nations that are rich. 
If we look profoundly, there is much 
In our social and political life which 
should make our persistent optimism 
seem little else than an unwillingness 
or an inability to see things as they 
are'. 


"How many of us in the contempla- 


tion of the lives of men who have 
spent all their energies in accumulat- 
ing riches have had an eye for tbe ex- 
actions of this wealth—have thought 
how misspent these lives for the most 
part have been, how barren the Ideals? 


"Look what this spirit has done for 


us. It has defiled our rivers until in 
our cities today a thirsty man may not 
get a glass of cold water that Is fit to 
drink. It has blackened and poisoned 
the atmosphere with smoke and nox- 
ious vapors. 
It has desecrated the 


face of nature where such desecration 
was a blasphemy. It has made hovels 
for the occupation of man where not 
even swine could live In comfort 


"And all for what? That a nation, 


already the most wasteful and extrav- 
agant on earth, might be able for 
greater extravagances. 


"We need not so much new meas- 


ures, but a new heart In our labor 
difficulties the moralization of both em- 
ployers and employees is an Indispen- 
sable condition in the bringing about of 
a better state of things. And since the 
employers are fewer in number and 
presumably more intelligent than are 
the laborers the chief effort should be 
to give them new minds and new 
hearts, that they may understand that 
they are trustees not less of public 
interests than of private interests and 
that the rights of workers, to say the 
least are as sacred as are the rights 
of owners. 


"Labor and capital are allied forces, 


and workers and owners therefore 
should Ine at peace and work in co- 
operation. When disagreements arise, 
they should be settled by systematized 
arbitration, in accordance with joint 
agreements between the employers and 
the employed involving the recognition 
of unions. 


"For the union movement has been 


for good always. Here and there it 
has destroyed the individual in his 
marked capacity above other men, but 
in the equilibrium established by un- 
ion forces the best interests of the 
greatest number have been conserved. 


"Therefore 1 believe that anything 


which will work to the fuller recogni- 
tion of the union principle on the part 
of the capital of the country will be of 
far more significance than will the 
mere patching up of a forced agree- 
ment for a fixed period. 


"Just as the union is recognized, just 


to that extent it is forced into responsi- 
bilities which it could not shirk if it 
would. The time may couie when it 
will be advisable to incorporate unions, 
but it is not j;et here; it is enough that 
union labor is recognizing that the un- 
ion which repudiates its contracts 
literally kills itself. 


"America should take the lead in this 


coming understanding and mutual rec- 
ognition of rights between labor and 
capital. 
As a people we should be 


more in sympathy with labor than al- 
most any other people on earth. Our 
ancestors worked with their hands. 
They came here young, active, vigo- 
rous and progressive, and they were 
the literal builders of the new country. 


"We should not have a class so soon 


out of touch with the mnn who labors 
with his hands With a logical under- 
s+inding between capital and labor it 
might seem on the face of the situation 
that the public would need to protect 
Itself. 
With competition more nearly 


obliterated, however, the prices of com- 
modities may be more nearly subject 
to the regulation established by de- 
mand. 


"There Is no necessity in society for 


that condition described as prosperity. 
At the best it Is a season in which the 
careful man looks to laying up enough 
to carry him through the lean years 
that because of the competitive system 
are sure to follow. 


"There is an immense difference be- 


tween the idea of a general welfare ex- 
isting in society and in the dream of 
the socialist of the time when man 
shall exist on the flat levels of sloven 
ease, devoid of ideals and insensate to 
the finer impulses of his nature. This 
ideal socialism is a condition not only 
not to be desired, but it is a physical 
impossibility. The general well being of 
our country, as compared to the ebb 
and flow of the tides of prosperity and 
panic under the competitive system, 
may depend immeasurably upon the 
certainty of work for the laborer and 
upon the certainty of a market for tbe 
product of the capitalist's Investments. 


"For the capitalist freedom 
from 


strikes and the certainty that at all 
times he may operate his Industrie* 
upon a basis of fair remuneration for 
his employees would be.an Incentive 
against overproduction.' It would be 
an inducement for capital to employ 
men for fewer hours ID tb« working 
day. 


"It has bocn said by those arguing 


against the shortening of the working 
day that for a mnn to work eight hour* 
nml hnve sixteen hours to himself was 
a projwrtion of idleness that could lend 
only to InteitypcnuM!^ and crim*. This 
position w«« rcgnn1f*d with n good deal 
of Intorrst In rl»c anthracite Investiga- 
tion, nn<l I n«y miy tbrtt I am certain 
of It* fnit*<7 ft* nn ntgnwnt^. TUrw 
was a fatter clnss of worker* In thnat 


than tlif j»bU<? wu» >«t to 


wai oot mow dnnk«»- 


ness tbere'thaa exist* In like 
ties elsewhere, notwithstanding the 
fact that many of tbe employee* in the 
mines were leaving their, work at 2 
o'clock In the afternoon. 


"Examinations were made of the 


drinks dispensed in the mining region, 
and the reports made by the persons 
Interested in the showings were that 
the beers and whiskies sold there were 
not below the average in quality. 


"As to the operation of the eight hour 


rule. I am convinced that as a man has 
time from the treadmill of labor to 
that extent he is most likely to find at- 
tractions in his home and family life. 
This has its Influence upon the house- 
keeping, upon the tidiness of the house 
and upon the meals that are served un- 
til, with proper food and comfort IP 
his home, the man is far less likely to 
seek the saloon than If his absence for 
long hours of jading toil left him in a 
condition wher*1 the stimulating effect 
of drink mlgtit seem a necessity. 


"In whatever respect it may become 


necessary for the law to deal with tbe 
controversies between capital and la- 
bor. I think it cannot be denied that 
tbe law has the right to prescribe. 
The authority of the state should be 
supreme. 


"Short of that point where universal 


distress might be worked upon a help- 
less public the kiw should find its right, 
and. again, as concerns capital espe- 
cially, the law's supremacy must be 
found In the fact that except for the 
power of the state and its concessions 
a corporation with its rights and privi- 
leges cannot expect 


"Certainly it is a truth not to be dis- 


puted that if something is not done to- 
ward the destruction of our destructive 
competitive system socialism will find 
its opportunity."

A SWIMMING MACHINE. 


Xovel Device That Maleo* It Safe to 


Go Into Deep Water. 


Dr. L. K. Baker of Cleveland, O., has 


invented a swimming machine, says 
the Chicago Inter Ocean. He calls it 
nn aquacycle. The machine weighs 
about twenty pounds and is made of 
aluminium, bronze and nickeled cop- 
per, metals which do not nist. Dr. 
Baker's object is to render it safe for a 
swimmer to venture into deep water. 
The use of the machine renders it pos- 
sible for a swimmer to remain any 
length of time in the water, and with 
a good temperature it is believed he 
could cross Lake Erie on it to Canada. 


An aluminium screw propels the ma- 


chine through the water. Every revo- 
lution of the pedals sends the swimmer 
ahead about ten feet. 


A X«w Plan to Build m. Church. 


An incorporated church, with shares 


at-$10 each, payable in eight semiannu- 
al installments and a guaranteed week- 
ly dividend to the stockholders. Is the 
latest proposition to be placed before 
the people of Cleveland for their cau- 
tious consideration. This, in brief. is 
the plan of the Rev. C. H. Lemrnon of 
the Congregational denomination, says 
the Cleveland Plain Dealer. He is sell- 
ing shares for the establishment of the 
North Congregational church. The Rev. 
Mr. Lemmon claims it will be the only 
English church in a community of 
5,000 adult persons. 10.000 children and 
300 saloons.

It has 
been charged that all of General Miles' 
report was not furnished to the press 
by the war department. 


Relieves General Lee. 


Washington, May 14. — By direction 


of the president, General Theodore J. 
Wint has been placed in command of 
the department of Visayas, in the 
Philippines, relieving General J. M. 
Lee, who will be given another assign- 
ment. General Wint formerly was in 
command of this department and has 
just returned from a visit to British 
India, where he was sent to investi- 
gate the methods employed for the 
treatment and prevention of surra, a 
disease which has proven very disas- 
trous to the horses in the Philippines. 


Raima Suspends Tax List. 


Havana, May 14. — President Palma 


has suspended the entire list of taxeT 
enacted by the provincial counc 1 of 
Puerto Principe. 
Thy president gave 


as a reason for his action that each of 
these taxes was either unjust or ille- 
gal. President Palma also suspended 
the tax of 10 cents by the provincial 
authorities of Santa Clara on every 
pair of imported shoes, on the ground 
that the taxation of imports is a func- 
tion of the geupral government.

The idea of utilising the automobile

JC liar Plctmr«n 'Taken Without X

Curious and Interesting photographs 


—or shadowgraphs, as they might bet- 
ter be called perhaps— taken recently 
in the photographic department of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
at Boston illustrate the properties of 
the new chemical metal radium, one of 
the so called radio active salts which 
have recently startled the scientific 
world by demonstrating that an X ray 
picture can be taken without the X ray 
apparatus, says the New York Mail 
and Express. 


This remarkable metal, which tales 


the form of powder and Is one of sev- 
eral similar agents obtained by a series 
of delicate chemical operations from 
the mineral pitchblende, gives out rays 
having many of the 
characteristic 


properties both of tbe cathode and the 
X ray. They pass through substances 
ordinarily Impervious to light, and the 
pictures taken with them 'are therefore 
practically identical with those taken j 
by means of an X ray machine. 


Radium is the most expensive of all 


known substances, its value being liter- 
ally many thousand times its weight in 
gold. A single pound of it, if such an 
amount were obtainable, would per- 
haps be worth well over $1,000,000. In 
the few grams of powder used in mak- 
ing the institute pictures, for exam- 
ple, there is only about 1 per cent of 
the substance that actually produces 
the picture taking ray. this small quan- 
tity being so powerful, however, that 
satisfactory negatives can be secured 
even with- so short an exposure as fif- 
teen seconds, and In the opinion of sci- 
entists who have been investigating its 
properties its power is practically in- 
exhaustible. 


Taking a picture with radium is a 


much simpler matter than taking one 
with an X ray machine. The powder 
is kept in a small box not unlike the 
cases in which the old fashioned da- 
guerreotypes were framed, with an in- 
ner cover of thin celluloid to bold the 
precious substance in place when tho 
box is opened and its invisible power 
turned In the direction of the object to 
be photographed. The radium itself is 
a harmless looking yellowish powder, 
that Can be seen to glow dimly when 
the eye of the operator has become ac- 
customed to the surrounding darkness. 
But , the photographer must work in 
absolute darkness, for the seemingly 
magic" rays, although they have slight 
illuminating powlr, act upon a photo- 
graphic plate much as sunlight does. 


The picture making mechanism con- 


sists simply of a sensitized plate and 
the little box of radium, the article to 
be photographed being placed between 
them, either in direct contact or with 
an Intervening space of a few inches. 
As with the X ray, the power of 
radium varies with its distance from 
the object photographed. 
The nearer 


the metal Is held to the object the 
clearer is the impression and the short- 
er the time necessary to secure good 
results. 


Various theories bhve been propound- 


ed as to the source of' the power of 
this powder to penetrate substances 
opaque to light. 
One theory Is that 


radium sends out countless rays of 
very short wave length, which are but 
little obstructed by clath, paper, cellu- 
loid, flesh and some other substances, 
but cannot pass through such denser 
media as metals, wood or bono with 
anything like the saniq rapidity. 
An* 


other supposes that radium is contin- 
ually throwing off little Invisible bits 
of matter, smaller than . the atoms 
which were so long considered the lim- 
it of material divisibility. Indeed It is 
necessary in this case to think of an 
atom as divided Into two parts, one 
charged with positive and the other 
with negative electricity. In explana- 
tion of the radium photograph one 
must further picture "that these in- 
finitesimal particles, burled into space 
by the chemical, pass through certain 
substances and splash, ns. it were, 
against' the sensitized plate, which. 
they thus affect 'everywhere except 
where 'their passage is retarded by the 
denser media. Thfe result Is of course 
tlirtt tiie outline, , or ,$hadow, of the 
more opaque pbrtipnswof the object in- 
terposed appears In the negative, 'its. 
darkness being In pT^p\irtlbn> to the 
resistance offered to' the rays. 
. 


Radium 'apparently keeps its curious 


•property Indefinitely, the storing iro. 
process being as mysterious as .the dis- !, 
appearance of the genii in the, Arabian. 
Nights' entertainments into his copper' 
cylinder. Among the pictures taken by 
tho photographers at the. institute is 
one made with, nitrate of uranium, an- 
other of tbe chemical substances pro- 
ducing rays that have this peculiar 
penetrating power, although In a much, 
less degree than the radium especially 
prepared for the purpose. The nitrate 
of uranium used to obtain this negative 
bad, it »o happened, been stored away 
for years. But the result was a very 
fair outline picture, though it was not 
m> clear as those made with the radium 
and required a longer exposure.
